This address will be the second Mr.

It will be com- 
paratively brief, requiring only a 
little more than a quarter of an hour 
for delivery, and is expected to deal 
largely with foreign affairs and world 
peace. 

The services at Arlington will be 
preceded by a parade of veterans of 
the Civil, Spanish-American, Indian 
and World Wars and patriotic organi- 
zations’ services also will be held ina 
other national cemeteries and in the 
Confederate section of Arlington as 
well as on the Potomac river aboard 
the U. S. S. Grampus.

Prices 
soon worked up to net advances of 5 
to 8 points with July selling at 18.54 
and December at 18.85. The weekly 
report, however, was either rather less 
unfavorable than expected or had been 
discounted, and failed to stimulate 
more aggressive buying. This com- 
bined with the markets apparent in- 
difference to moderate estimates of 
the increase in acreage, confirmation 
of the early rain reports from ‘Texas, 
and some unfavorable private crop 
advices based upon recent weather 
conditions in the southwest, 
eouraging influence which, no 
accounted for some of the selling 
followed. 

Liquidation of July contracts and 
some selling of July against purchases 
of late months supposed to be for 
trade accounts had a tendency to un- 
settle the late market. July led the 
decline selling off to 18.53, or 25 
“points net lower, while December at 
18.62, .showed a net decline of 16 
points, and March at 18.78, a net loss 
of only 12 points.

Three private reports were issued 
on acreage prospects, one of which 
pointed to an increase of 2.6 pér cent, 
while another made it 3 per cent and 
a third placed it at 3.2 per cent.

933,939,626 pounds, compared with 
1,755,407,668 pounds on January 1 
this year and 1,999,671,359 pounds 
on April 1, 1928. 

The report shows in round numbers 
‘that the stocks of the four types of 


flue cured tobacco amounted to 695,- 
000,000 pounds compared with 766,- 
000.000 pounds January 1, and 679,- 
000,000 on April 1. 1928. The four 
types of fire cured toebaceo totaled 
192,000,000 pounds compared = with 
157,000,000 pounds on January 1, an 
increase of 35,000,000 pounds over the 
previous quarter. Stocks on April 1 
a vear ago for these types totaled 242,- 
000,000 pounds. 

Light air cured stocks including 
Burley and southern Maryland 
amounted = to 479,000.000 pounds as 
compared with 375,000,000 pounds on 
January 1 and 485, 000,000 pounds on 
April 1 last year. 

Stocks of dark air cured types, 
which include one-sucker type, Green 
River and Virginia sun cured amount- 
ed to 81,000,000 pounds. This, the 
department said, is an increase of 
approximately 7,000,000 pounds over 
the previous quarter and approximate- 
ly 15,000,000 pounds less than was 
held a year ago. 

Stocks of cigar filler types totaled 
196,000,000 pounds, an increase of 
approximately 63,000,000 pounds over 
January 1 and about 5,000,000 pounds 
more than was reported April 1 last 
year.
